The job of pu tting men now on 
relief rolls to work at secu rity 
wages was begu n Friday by C. L. 
Blanton, Jr., Sou theast 
Missou ri 
WPA adm inistrator, when he of­ 
ficially opened his office on the 
first floor of the city hall. 
Since some details of the setu p 
are not y et definitely k nown, Mr. 
Blanton spent last week -end only 
in interv iewing persons interest­ 
ed in sponsoring projects and in 
organizing 
his 
office . Circu lars 
concerning 
prelim inary and su b- 
tions abou t preparing and 
su b­ 
mitting projects were distribu ted, 
and on Monday proposed projects 
were first accepted for consider­ 
ation. 
Mr. Blanton’s office will not be 
fu lly organized u ntil his six prin­ 
cipal assistants hav e 
been 
ap­ 
pointed: an assistant adm inistra­ 
tor, a chief engineer, a su perv isor 
of finance, a personnel officer, a 
labor manager, and a su perv isor 
of women's work . Mr. 
Blanton 
on Satu rday sent the names of his 
appointees to these positions to 
Jefferson City for confirmation by 
M atthew S. M u rray , state WPA 
adm inistrator. O ther persons w'ill 
be chosen for 
additional 
posts 
soon. 
Mr. Blanton’s prelim inary state­ 
ments abou t WPA work in Sou th­ 
east Missou ri concerned the k ind 
of projects which will be accept­ 
able by the adm inistration. The 
WPA office will 
consider 
only 
projects costing less money which 
hav e first been rejected by 
the 
PWA and projects 
costing 
less 
money which will employ a m ax i­ 
mu m nu m ber of men. 
Since the principal pu rpose of 
the WPA is to tak e men from the 
relief rolls and 
place 
them 
at 
work in pu blic enterprise, 9 0 per­ 
cent of the persons employ ed on 
any project 
accepted 
will 
be 
those who are now mem bers of 
the relief roll. For this 
reason, 
Mr. Blanton su ggested that spon­ 
sors of projects confer with ERA 
social serv ice work ers 
in 
their 
commu nities to determ ine what 
ty pes of persons are now receiv ­ 
ing relief. Only projects 
whicn 
fit the abilities of people in in­ 
div idu al districts will be u nder­ 
tak en, he said, and if commu nities 
do not su bmit su itable projects, 
the WPA office will create them. 
All persons eligible for relief in 
May can begin work ing u nder the 
WPA at any time they hav e no 
jobs, Mr. Blanton said. He will 
not, howev er, pu t to work any one 
who is now engaged on an ERA 
project which mu st 
be 
finished 
du ring the last y ear of the ERA 
adm inistration. 


Men eligible for WPA will work 
eight hou rs a day for fiv e day s 
each week 
at 
these 
monthly 
wages: u nsk illed 
laborers, 
$35: 
white collar work ers, $44; sk illed 
artisans. $52; and 
professionals, 
$57 . Engaging in 
priv ate 
work 
w'ill not forev er elim inate 
men 
from work on WPA projects, Mr. 
Blanton said. If a man can se­ 
cu re work in priv ate indu stry for 
a short time, he will be released 
from WPA activ ity , bu t when the 
priv ate job ex pires he may re­ 
tu rn as a WPA work er. 
Becau se the ty pes of 
projects 
acceptable will depend u pon the 
k inds of people liv ing throu ghou t 
the district, Mr. 
Blanton 
cou ld 
mak e no specific statem ents con­ 
cerning them. Proposes projects 
su ch as a sewer for Cape G irar­ 
deau mu st, of cou rse, be sent to 
the PWA headq u arters in an ef­ 
fort to secu re a loan of 55 per­ 
cent of the total cost and a grant 
of 45 percent. Sik eston’s proposed 
storm sewer, which 
wou ld 
cost 
abou t $18 1,000 has already been 
rejected by the PWA 
and 
will 
probably be 
u ndertak en 
u nder 
the WPA. 
Work on schools may be pro­ 
hibitiv e becau se of m aterial costs. 
Mr. Blanton said. The proposed 
second gram m ar school bu ilding 
here will probably be constru cted 
with PWA fu nds and with labor 
hired by a priv ate contractor. The 
chief bu ilding program s will be 
done in cities, where there are 
nu m erou s u nemploy ed sk illed la­ 
borers, Mr. Blanton said. In ru ral 
areas projects that 
su it 
people 
mu st be chosen. These may in­ 
clu de lau ndries, 
sewing 
rooms, 
and miscellaneou s manu al labor 
jobs. 
All bu ilding will not be elim in­ 
ated, howev er, for if cities’ bond­ 
ed indebtedness is so great that 
they cannot contribu te money for 
materials, some help will be giv en 
by the WPA. They mu st bu y m a­ 
terials if they can, for most of 
the ninety -six million dollars al­ 
lotted Missou ri for 
WPA 
work 
mu st be u sed for labor, howev er. 
One solu tion to lack of competent 
work ers for a project needed in 
a specific section of 
S. E. Mis­ 
sou ri may be fou nd by transferr­ 
ing labor from one part of the 
area to another. 
Proposed projects su bm itted to 
Mr. Blanton here will be thor­ 
ou ghly check ed by his engineers 
before they are sent to Jefferson 
City , the midwest area office in 
Chicago, and finally the allotm ent 
board in Washington, D. C. Mr. 
Blanton will hav e charge of work 
in Scott, Mississippi, New M adrid, 
Pemiscot, Du nk lin, Stoddard. B u t­ 
ler, and Cape G irardeau cou nties.

FOREST BELT STARTED 


WASHINGTON. 
Ju ly 10—Ap­ 
proximately 
200,000,000 
trees 
were planted this spring in the 
western 
shelter 
b elt 
covering 
6.800 acres, the forest service re­ 
vealed Wednesday. 
This great b elt, 100 miles wide 
zig-zags northward from the Tex­ 
as Panhandle u p 
throu gh Okla­ 
homa, Kansas, Neb raska and the 
Dakotas to the Canadian line. 
Plantings were made 
in fifty 
cou nties along 
the 
b elt’s 
1,000 
miles. Between 70 per cent and 
9 0 per cent of the trees have su r­ 
vived. 
The b elt of trees eventu ally will 
act not only as a 
watershed 
to 
check drou th and floods, b u t will 
provide hau nts for wild game and 
allow farmers wood for consu mp­ 
tion. 


Of the fou r towns 
that 
have 
served as cou nty seats of 
Saline 
cou nty, only 
two 
exist 
today. 
Soon after the cou nty was created 
in 1820, the town 
oi 
Jefferson 
was chosen as the. cou nty 
seat. 
Eleven years 
later 
the 
cou n’y 
seat was moved to Jonesb orou gh, 
and in 1839 , an act was passed to 
locate the permanent cou nty seat 
in a "more central position.” On 
Ju ly 18, 1839 , ninety-six years ago 
this week, the present site of Mar­ 
shall, donated to the cou nty

Jeremiah 
Odell 
was 
chosen. 
While a two-story, b rick cou rt­ 
hou se, to cost $9 ,000 was in the 
process of constru ction, 
Arrow 
Rock was chosen b y vote of the 
people as the temporary

seat.

1840, the cou rthou se 
was 
ci mpleted and the cou nty 
seat 
was moved permanently to Mar- 
ha 11. In 1841, the first term 
of 
c u nty cou rt was held in the new 
e u rthou se. 
In 1849 ,

schoolhou se, costing 
$250, 
was 
b u ilt. 
The following era was one of 
slow b u t gradu al growth in Mar­ 
shall. In 1856, the Saline Cou nty 
Herald, the first 
newspaper 
in 
the cou nty was 
estab lished 
in 
Marshall. Closely 
following 
it 
came the Marshall Democrat and 
the Saline Cou nty Standard. 
Du ring the Civil 
War, 
Mar- 
shall contrib u ted largely to 
the 
ranks of the Confederate 
army, 
althou gh there were some Union 
enlistments and one or two Un­ 
ion companies 
were 
organized. 
Early in 1862, and throu ghou t the 
war, Marshall was u sed as a Fed­ 
eral post. When the war ended, 
all indu stries were left in a para­ 
lyzed condition, and

years gu errilla warfare and per­ 
sonal feu ds persisted. 
In the late ’60’s, variou s rail­ 
road projects were 
started 
and 
two cou nty newspapers were es­ 
tab lished.

One of the more encouraging 
phases of the fire prev ention work 
is the decline in arson. Accord­ 
ing to committee report from the 
National Board of Fire 
Under­ 
writers, cov ering the fiscal year 
that closed on April 30, 19 35, con­ 
ditions now are better than at any 
time since the 
committee 
was 
started. Incendiarism is at a re­ 
lativ ely low ebb, and is further 
declining. Inv estigations and pro­ 
secutions are being 
made 
more 
efficiently, 
and with 
better re­ 
sults. Weak and ineffectual arson 
laws hav e been 
corrected 
and 
strengthened. Public officials, es­ 
pecially prosecuting attorneys, are 
showing themselv es to be much 
more determined than in the past 
to stamp out the fire bug. 
The statistics tell 
the 
story. 
During the year, arrests for arson 
were the lowest in any year since 
19 28, while the rate of conv ic­ 
tion was high. Conv ictions were 
obtained in 77 per cent 
of 
the 
cases tried, as against 74 per cent 
in the year before. A number of 
these conv ictions were of mem­ 
bers of organized 
arson 
gangs 
which had caused hundreds 
of 
thousands of dollars of propertv 
loss throughout the country. 
Much of the credit must go to 
the fire insurance industry which 
has worked ¡unceasingly against 
the incendiarist. It has prepared 
model laws, which 
hav e 
been 
widely adopted. 
It has sent out 
trained inv estigators to aid local 
officials. And it has carried q ues- 
ionable fire-loss cases to court, 
; nd helped to uncov er ev idences 
of arson that 
might 
otherwise 
hav e nev er been unearthed. 
The arsonist, who works in the 
dark, has been called, with jus- 
ice the most despicable of crim- 
.nals. He deserv es no mercy.

Allen Wade, both of Oran, were j 
defendants in six damage suits for, 
a total of $46.283.60, which hav e 
been filed in 
the Scctt 
county 
circuit court as an outgrowth of a 
truek-school bus accident between 
Fredericktown and Arcadia May 
17. 
When the accident 
happened, 
Roy Kneezle of Benton was driv ­ 
ing his bus, occupied by twenty- 
fiv e school children, and 
Wade 
was operating the truck, which is 
owned by Sturgeon, for the mill­ 
ing company. The bus was turned 
ov er twice and 
rolled 
down 
a 
twenty-foot 
embankment 
after 
the truck trailer hit its front as 
Wade passed Kneezle on Highway 
70. The bus was badly damaged, 
but most of the passengers 
es­ 
caped serious 
injury. 
The chil­ 
dren were returning from an out­ 
ing on Lake Killamey west 
of 
Fredericktown at the time of the 
accident. 
Kneezle is plaintiff in one suit 
for $6283.60: $1250 for damage to 
his bus; $33.60 for towage and 
garage expenses; and $5000 
for 
personal injuries. Stev e 
Barton 
will be Kneezle’s attorney. 
Representativ es for fiv e 
other 
persons who hav e filed suits are 
Blanton 
Sc Montgomery. 
Harold Woolridge, 
19 -year-old

old, seeks $5000 for head and face 
injuries, bruises on his legs, and 
shock to his nerv ous system.

neck, leg and ankle sprains and 
for a head bruise.

There are many ty p es of cameras 
to meet ev ery req u irement of the 
p hotograp her, whether be is an ama­ 
teu r or p rofessional, bu t no camera 
is cap able of taking all ty p es of p ic­ 
tu res u nd er all cond itions. It is tru e 
that some cameras are more v ersa­ 
tile than others. One may hav e an 
ex tremely fast lens which p ermits 
the taking of snap shots u nd er ad ­ 
v erse lighting cond itions and if it 
also has a v ery fast shu tter y ou can 
take p ictu res of su bjects mov ing at 
ex treme sp eed s. Other cameras hav e 
lenses and shu tters of v ariou s sp eed s 
to take p ictu res—anu good ones— 
within certain limits and cond itions. 
What I want to imp ress u p on y ou 
is this.—You d o not necessarily 
hav e to own an ex p ensiv e camera 
to take good p ictu res of the u su a.

Each y ear the American Cinema­ 
tograp her, a magazine p u blished 
p rimarily fo r p rofessional mov ie 
p hotograp hers, cond u cts an amateu r 
mov ie contest and receiv es entries 
from p ractically ev ery civ ilized 
cou ntry in the world .

porting service 
was 
begun 
in 
1866. At this time last year the 
condition was 75 per cent of nor­ 
mal. 
Missouri corn production will 
total 85,994,000 bushels this year, 
however, according to predictions, 
while last year it reached omy 
26.482,000. Drouth 
reduced 
the 
average yield to 5.5 bushels 
an 
acre. 
“Missouri farmers 
have 
had 
great difficulty in planting their 
corn due to excessive rains and 
overflows,” according to the re­ 
port, “and many 
farmers 
who 
had intended to plant com this 
year have shifted part of 
their 
acreage to other crops. Up to July 
6 less than three-fourths 
of the 
corn acreage was planted, when 
normally the full acreage is al­ 
ready planted by the 
first 
of 
June.” 
Acreage of winter wheat, which 
has a July 1 condition of 72 per 
cent, has increased 25 per cent 
and is expected to yield 22,778,- 
000 bushels compared with 
21,- 
266,000 in 1934. Oats has a 20 per 
cent increase in acreage and a 89 
per cent condition. The anticipat­ 
ed yield is 35,568.000 bushels. Last 
year’s yield was 13,585,000. 
Increases are noted in acreages 
of most crops including 
barley, 
rye, grain sorghums, potatoes, to­ 
bacco. cotton, and soybeans. Pas­ 
tures are 82 per cent of normal 
compared with 33 a year ago. The 
total increase in the acreage of 
major crops is 5.9 per cent. The 
only decreases are 
recorded 
for 
sweet sorghums, sweet 
potatoes, 
and com, which

4,526,000 
acres, 6 per cent below the 1934 
figure.

The following summary of agri­ 
cultural and industrial conditions 
m the eighth federal reserve dis­ 
trict was issued by the federal 
reserve bank of St. Louis. 
The 
iistrict includes parts 
of 
Mis­ 
souri, Illinois. Indiana, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Mississippi, and 
Ar­ 
kansas. 
“Taken as a whole, Eighth Dis­ 
trict industrial 
and 
commercial 
activity during May and the first 
half of June developed no marked 
change in trends as 
contrasted 
with the like period immediately 
preceding. Such changes as 
did 
occur were ascribable chiefly to 
seasonal influences and to pecu­ 
liar conditions arising from the 
late spring, 
extraordinary 
rain­ 
fall, more or less serious floods 


and actual and moral 
reactions 
resulting from the United States 
Supreme Court’s NRA 
decision. 
Retail trade was adversely affect­ 
ed by the 
unfavorable 
weather, 
and for the first time in twenty 
months, with the 
exception 
of 
March, 1935, failed to show an in­ 
crease over the corresponding pe­ 
riod a year earlier. 
Considerable 
spottiness and unevenness devel­ 
oped in wholesaling and 
jobbing 
lines, but despite the disposition 
to cautious and conservative buy­ 
ing, engendered by price uncer­ 
tainties, in a majority of classi­ 
fications investigated by this bank, 
there were increases in May sales 
over those for that month in 1934, 
and in several instances the May 
totals were the highest for 
any 
single month since 1930. Extreme­ 
ly favorably exhibits were made 
by boots and shoes, electrical sup- 


plies, furniture 
and 
hardware. 
The late, wet spring militated, ap­ 
parel and some other lines which 
are particularly sensitive to wea­ 
ther conditions. 
“Employment conditions in the 
iistrict underwent moderate im­ 
provement, being favorably

workers in agricultural j 
and other seasonal

Pro­ 
duction of lumber increased, de­ 
mand for certain descriptions be­ 
ing stimulated by the strike

and Oregon. Industrial consump­ 
tion of electric current in the chief 
cities increased in May, both as 
compared 
with 
the 
preceding 
month and a year ago. Production 
of soft coal in fields of this dis­ 
trict during May. while slightly 
>elow that month in 1934, increas­ 
ed sharply over the April output, 
owing in large measur eto a sped- 
ing up of operations in expecta­ 
tion of a strike 
of 
bituminous 
miners about 
mid-June. 
Labor 
difficulties in the lead and zinc 
sections were reflected in sharply 
curtailed ore production. 
“The Eighth District crop sea- I 
son, according to the U. S. 
De- | 
partment of Agriculture, is open­ 
ing under conditions that 
stand 
out sharply in contrast with those 
prevailing a year ago. Instead cf 
record-breaking high temperature 
which prevailed in 1934, the wea­ 
ther through the central 
states 
has been 
abnormally 
cold and 
wet. April and May brought h et- 
vy rains, 
and precipitation has 
persisted into the third week 
of j 
June. As a result of the excessive 
moisture, 
preparations 
for and 
planting of spring grains, cotton, 
tobacco and other crops are con­ 
siderably behind the usual season­ 
al schedule. Considerable replant- 
ng and abandonment of acreage j 
is indicated. Floods of major pro­ 
portions prevailed along the Mis­ 
sissippi River and its tributaries, 
waters of 
the 
Missouri 
River 
reaching 
the highest stage since 
1903. Thousands of acres of rich 
farm lands were inundated, and 
jecause of the lateness of the sea- 
on, much of this land will prob­ 
ably be unworkable this year. 
"Retail trade in May, as in in­ 
dicated by sales of 
department 
stores in the principal cities was 
2.7 per cent more than in April 
and 7.8 per cent below the May, 
1934, total; cumulative total for 
the first 5 months was 2.0 
per 
cent smaller than for the compa­ 
rable period a year ago. Combin­ 
ed sales of all wholesaling 
and 
jobbing firms reporting 
to this 
bank in May were larger by 23 
per cent and 19 per cent respect­ 
ively than a month and a 
year 
earlier; for the first five months 
cumulative sales of these 
firms I 
fell 3 percent below the like pe­ 
riod in 1934. The dollar value of 
permits for new construction in 
the five largest cities in May was 
5.5 per cent smaller than in April, 
and 77 per cent more than in May, j 
1934; for the year to May 31, the! 
aggregate was 50.4 per cent great­ 
er than for the like period a year 
ago. Debits to individual accounts 
in May were 8.7 per cent and 14.5 
per cent larger, respectively, than 
month and a year earlier, and 
for the first five months the to­ 
tal exceeded that of the like pe­ 
riod last year by 8.8 per cent.” 


ONE-MILL SALES TAX 
TOKENS TO CIRCULATE 


One-mill sales tax metal tokens, 
to be between a 
nickel 
and 
a 
quarter in size, will circulate in 
Missouri on August 27, the date 
on which the new state sales tax 
will become effective. About 17,- 
000,000 will be struck off. 
The new tokens will be used to 
pay the sale tax on purchased of 
less than $1, each one being good 
for the tax on any article costing 
10 cents or less. Taxes for sales 
of more than $1 will be collected 
in cash except those amounts be­ 
tween even dollars. 
An explanation of the purpose 
of the tokens has been given by 
Forrest Smith, state auditor. 
‘‘If 
you go to your cigar dealer on the 
morning of August 27 and 
buy 
your customary 10-cent cigar, you 
will be required to give the mer­ 
chant 11 cents. In change 
you 
will receive nine of the one-mill 
tokens. If your next purchase is 
to the value of 30 cents, you will 
hand the dealer three of the one- 
mill tokens with 
the 
purchase 
price. When you run out of tok­ 
ens, you will 
advance 
another 
penny to some merchant, who will 
give you nine mills change and 
the process will be repeated.” 
The tokens will be handled by 
state banks and trust companies. 
According to Mr. Smith, the token 
plan complies with state law and 
is far more desirable than cou­ 
pons or stamp systems used in 
many states. Illinois officials, who 
recently withdrew sales tax tok­ 
ens after distributnig them a short 
time before, will probably issue 
square metal pieces. Ones origin­ 
ally used resembled dimes. 
The tokens will not be 
heavy 
or burdensome, but they wall be 
large enough so that they cannct 
fit in slot machines. Counterfeit­

Porch-bracket* 
doorway lan­ 
terns, which are somuch in favor in 
the better districts, should be se­ 
lected with an eye to the architec­ 


tural design of the house. There are, 
on the market, styles for all the 
principal architectural designs, that 
harmonize with the house exteriors. 
To be practical, they must have 
open bottoms, so that the steps and 
porch will be lighted. 
An illuminated house number is 
a convenience that should be part 
of every hospitable home. ‘This fea­ 
ture may be incorporated into the 
porch lighting unit itself, or a separ­ 
ate illuminated number may be used, 
operated by a small bulb.

wise, the number should be so placed 
that it is illuminated by the entrance 
light. Side and rear porches each 
call for their individual lights. ^ A 
single fixture on the door-opening 
side is suggested.

SENATOR CLARK’S ADDRESS 


(From the Baltimore Sun.) 
It is probable that few Fourth 
of July orations could be found 
to match that delivered by Sena­ 
tor Bennet Clark of Missouri, in 
Washington. Senator Clark said: 
“So long as the world expects 
and prepares for war, it will have 
it. But even if it were true that 
preparation for war would 
end 
war—a proposition denied by the 


j whole history of the world—the 
present rate of expenditure for 
j armament will 
soon 
aboslutely 
; bankrupt the world, even without 
; the aid of another war.” 
Such elementary truths are too 
¡rare in patriotic 
speeches, 
and 
Senator Clark’s 
address 
would 
appear to be a splendid model for 
such Fourth of July oratory as 
seems unavoidable in the future. 
Whatever may be said 
for 
or 
against his proposed 
neutrality 
laws, discussion of them was at 
least a patriotic function in that 
it called national attention to a 
decision 
of 
great 
importance 
which the American people must 
make before very long. In con­ 
trast to the conventional whoopla 
of the day, it was a magnificent 
address. 
One of the revolting features of 
the Glorious Fourth—aside from 
the maiming and blinding of chil­ 
dren—is the type of oratory which 
roars and soars through a bewild­ 
ering firmament of hyperbole and 
generality leaving 
the 
hearers 
theoretically ready to do, die, or 
anything but 
reason 
why. 
Too 
many of them 
would 
willingly 
hang men ofClark’s way of think­ 
ing. another reason of 
gratitude 
that common sense should distin­ 
guish a Fourth of July speech by 
a senator. Common sense 
these 
(days needs all the prestige it can 
get.

The job of putting m m now on 
relief rolls to work at security 
wages was begun Friday by C. L. 
Blanton, Jr., Southeast 
Missouri 
WPA administrator, when he of­ 
ficially opened his office on the 
first floor of the city hall. 
Since some details of the setup 
are not yet definitely known, Mr. 
Blanton spent last week-end only 
in interviewing persons interest­ 
ed in sponsoring projects and in 
organizing 
his 
office . Circulars 
concerning 
preliminary and sub- 
tions about preparing and 
sub­ 
mitting projects were distributed, 
ind on Monday proposed projects 
were first accepted for consider­ 
ation. 
Mr. Blanton’s office will not be 
fully organized until his six prin­ 
cipal assistants have 
been 
ap­ 
pointed: an assistant administra­ 
tor, a chief engineer, a supervisor 
of finance, a personnel officer, a 
labor manager, and a supervisor 
of women’s work. Mr. 
Blanton 
on Saturday sent the names of his 
appointees to these positions to 
Jefferson City for confirmation by 
Matthew S. Murray, state WPA 
administrator. Other persons will 
be chosen for 
additional 
posts 
soon. 
Mr. Blanton's preliminary state­ 
ments about WPA work in South­ 
east Missouri concerned the kind 
of projects which will be accept­ 
able by the administration. The 
WPA office will 
consider 
only 
projects costing less money which 
have first been rejected by 
the 
PWA and projects 
costing 
less 
money which will employ a maxi­ 
mum number of men. 
Since the principal purpose of 
the WPA is to take men from the 
relief rolls and 
place 
them 
at 
work in public enterprise, 90 per­ 
cent of the persons employed on 
any project 
accepted 
will 
be 
those who are now members of 
the relief roll. For this 
reason, 
Mr. Blanton suggested that spon­ 
sors of projects confer with ERA 
social service workers 
in 
their 
communities to determine what 
types of persons are now receiv­ 
ing relief. Only projects 
whicn 
fit the abilities of people in in­ 
dividual districts will be under­ 
taken. he said, and if communities 
do not submit suitable projects, 
the WPA office will create them. 
All persons eligible for relief in 
May can begin working under the 
WPA at any time they have no 
jobs, Mr. Blanton said. He will 
not, however, put to work anyone 
who is now engaged on an ERA 
project which must 
be 
finished 
during the last year of the ERA 
administration. 


Men eligible for WPA will work 
eight hours a day for five days 
each week 
at 
these 
monthly 
wages: unskilled 
laborers,

white collar workers, $44; skilled 
artisans. $52; and 
professionals. 
$57. Engaging in 
private 
work 
will not forever eliminate
